REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, including Saito et al. (7225004) does not show teach or suggest a folding type 
mobile radio with a casing which houses various antenna elements as interrelated in 
Claim 1 , for example: a first antenna element in a first casing, where there is a second, 
pivotally connected casing connected to the first with a hinge, a circuit board with 
ground pattern on an end side, near the hinge of the second casing, a second antenna 
element provided in another end side, opposite to the hinge of the second casing, first 
and second feed units feeding the first and second antenna elements respectively from 
the circuit board, a switching unit which selects either feed unit, and two separate dipole 
antennas are defined, one by the first antenna element and the ground pattern when the 
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first feed unit is switched and another dipole antenna is defined by the second antenna 
element and the ground pattern when the second feed unit is switched, all arranged and 
interrelated as set forth in Claim 1 .
